Tagum also drew the commissioners ire af- 
ter he commented that the case against his 
dient was being "railroaded" and for raising 
the issue of the Comelec's impartiality. 

The indirect contempt charge stemmed from 
Bedol repeated failure to answer summonses 
and subpoenas issued to him by the Comelec sit- 
ting as the National Board of Canvassers. 

The NBC had called for Bedol to explain the 
allegations of irregularities inthe elections in 
Maguindanao, particularly how the adminis- 
tration's Team Unity slate was able to sweep.

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Definition needed 


F THE HUMAN SECURITY АСТ IS BEING HEATEDLY 
[= because its definition of terrorism remains 
overly broad and vague in the opinion of its many 
ritis, a definition is required of what “command respon- 
sibility” actually is. The Supreme Court-initiated summit 
on extrajudicial killings presents an opportunity to arrive 
at a working definition, and the opportunity to do so 
shouldn't be missed. 
EDITORIAL 50 far, newspaper headlines have 
focused on Chief Justice Reynato 
Puno's lecturing elected officials, and on the posturing 
by the military top brass and the political front-men of 
the Left. Everyone is wringing his hands over extrajudi- 
cial killings, whether sincerely or not. But we submit 
that one of the major reasons things are still at the hand- 
‘wringing stage, and won't move beyond that, is that а 
common definition of command responsibility still 
doesn’t exist. 

In Nuremberg, the principle of command responsibility 
‘was enshrined for all time in international law, with the 
trial of the leadership of the Nazi state. We forget that in 
‘Asia, the same principles were upheld by the war crimes 
trials held in Manila, also held at the end of World War Il 
‘Command responsibility, since then, has been further de- 
veloped as a legal concept in many jurisdictions, includ- 
ing our own. Itis not only being continuously refined, but 
also, expanded, 

The concept is most fully developed in military terms. 
Whether it was Allied victors insisting that Axis officers 
couldn’t evade responsibility for war crimes by blaming 
it on orders from their superiors, or Western military 
and civilian courts insisting on the same standard for 
their own military (as American courts did in the wake 
of the My Lai massacre during the Vietnam War), no of- 
ficer in our day and age should be able to evade ac- 
countability by passing the blame to superiors or subor- 
dinates. 

The Armed Forces of the Philippines has had to admit. 
that command responsibility is a principle our military 
is duty-bound to accept, and thus uphold. The Arroyo 
administration’s civilian spokesmen have said so, too. 
And lawyers can point to jurisprudence in this regard. 
‘The question, however, remains how it is to be en- 
forced, and to what extent it binds officialdom, military 
or civilian. This determines the kind of accountability 
‘aggrieved or concerned parties can demand and ex- 
pect. 

‘The president of the Philippines, for example, is com- 
inander in chief of the armed forces. This additional title 
is not decorative, and the purposes of this constitutional 
delineation aren't cosmetic. As the constitutionally or- 
dained commander in chief, civilian control over the mili- 
tary is underlined, but we need a working agreement as 
to the extent to which our presidents can be held account- 
able for military behavior. 

A working definition will also put local, and not just na- 
tional, civilian officials on notice. A summit seems a 
waste of time if it has no impact on officials who are prov- 
ing increasingly impervious to national concerns or prin- 
ciples. Davao City Mayor Rodrigo Duterte has put togeth- 
er an "Anti-Hoodlum Unit," which he has encouraged to 
use shotguns (though he draws the line at M-16s). Calls 
made by Колея columnist Juan Mercado for Cebu City 
Mayor Tomas Osmefia to be held accountable for the rash 
of liquidations has fallen on deaf ears. Government offi- 
cials must be called to account for their acts—and it be- 
gins with their being clearly held responsible for extraju- 
dicial murders in their jurisdictions. 

А definition, too, is necessary when it comes to those 
who refuse to acknowledge the authority of our laws and 
courts. The Catholic Bishops’ Conference of the Philip- 
pines has pointed out that the New People's Army has 
committed human rights abuses, too. So, even as we ask 
the civilian and armed authorities to define and adhere to 
command responsibility, what will be the equivalent com- 
mitment for the Left? 

Command responsibility has to be more fully integrat- 
ed into our justice and political systems. The process must 
begin with a definition that all parties can agree up- 
‘on—one that can then be adopted in legislation that is in 
harmony with existing laws, and which bears in mind de- 
velopments in international law. Only then will we see an 
end to officials, generals and rebels hiding behind due 
process to avoid command responsibility. 
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Why prices are high in RP 


WHY ARE PRICES OF COMMODITIES IN THE. 
Philippines so high, higher, in fact, than prices 
in our more affluent neighbors? The reason is 
the existence of monopolies, where one compa- 
ny controls the domestic market and dictates 
the prices of certain goods. Or oligopolies, 
‘where a number of corporations in the same in- 
‘dustry connive with one another to control the 
market and fix prices among themselves. 

‘Example: Prices of medicines in the Philip- 
pines are high because foreign pharmaceutical 
companies have banded together to form an 
oligopoly and fi prices in the domestic market. 

Example: The price of cement is rising despite 
a glut because the cement companies are owned. 
by an oligopoly of giant foreign-owned corpora- 
ions which lobby the goverument to impose 
high tariff on low-priced imported cement. 

‘Example: Prices of petroleum products are 
high because the marker is controlled by for- 
cign-owned oil companies which agree on the 
prices of their products. Congress tried to break 
the monopoly by passing a law decontrolling 
the downstream ой industry and allowing more. 
players to come in so that free-market competi- 
tion will force prices down. But while other 
countries which decontrolled their downstream. 
oil indusries allowed an indefinite transition 
period to give new players time to be able to 
Compete, Congress gave a six-month transition 
period, which then President Fidel Ramos made 
worse by shortening further to one month. 

So, what happened? While there are a num- 
ber of new players, they are so puny in compari- 
son to the Big 3 thar they cannot compete, mak- 
ing decontrol a farce. That is why every now and 
then all the ой companies raise their prices al- 
‘most at the same time and at the same rates. 

‘Example: Our electric rates are among the 
highest in Asia (next only to Japan's) because 
of monopolies: National Power Corp. (Napoc 
or) for power generation, and Meralco for 
power distribution in Metro Manila and envi- 
Fons. Congress tried to break the monopolies 
by passing the Electric Power Industry Reform 
‘Act (Epira) which divided the power industry

Salonga thought: Quelling anarchy and un- 
rest, that could take anywhere from a few 
months to a few years. But reforming Philip- 
pine society, that could take forever. Marcos. 
meant to stay forever. 

Don't look now, but GMA is invoking those 
two same things today. 

‘Atleast during Marcos time, the rebellious- 
ness and dissent, if not the anarchy and unrest, 
were real. They were not manufactured. The 
СРР.МРА was gaining adherents by the day and 
activism was spreading like wildfire in the 
‘campuses. And public protest against Marcos 
was rising, reaching untold heights in the ad- 
ministration's electoral debacle in 1971, fol- 
lowing the Plaza Miranda bombing. It wasn’t 
just the activists who were protesting, it was 
‘also the civil rights lawyers, the academic com- 
‘munity, business and the various groups and 
sectors that would later—much, much lat- 
er—consticute People Power. Marcos would re- 
fer to them as the "Lf Right conspiracy.” 

"There is lite of that today, which makes the 
ruse of quelling the tide of anarchy and unrest 
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to justify а martial-law environment--that is 
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into three sectors: generation, transmission 
and distribution. It also provided for the priva 
tization of Napocor and its power plants, and 
created the Wholesale Electricity Spor Market 
(WESM). WESM serves as а “pool” where all 
electricity outputs from power plants are cen- 
traly coordinated.

Gently. In the long term, as new competitors 
emerge in wholesale power generation, efi 
dency gains are likely to be more substantial. 
But what happened? Power rates are stil 
rising because there is no competition. The in- 
dustry is stil! controlled by Napocor. How сап 
there be competition in WESM when Napocor 
still controls and operates 70 percent to 80 per- 
cent of power plants? Because of its monopoly, 
Napocor can manipulate prices in WESM. 
Napocor has four trading companies pri- 
marily created го sell its energy in the spot 
market, With Napocor providing the largest 
chunk of the market, the four trading compa- 
nies are easily manipulated by Napocor. It can. 
easily lower its prices below the actual rate 
set in the WESM market because itis subsi- 
dized by the government. But any subsidy 
‘means additional burden to the Filipinos. This 
is because all subsidies in the books of Napoc- 
orare considered losses. And all losses are the

"The recent sudden spikes of energy prices 
prompted WESM to investigate signs of price 
manipulation. In the first trading month, bid- 
dings resulted in an average price of P2.72 per 
Wh. In the second month it rose again, and. 
now in the third month, it is P4.853 per kWh 
which is unreasonably high. 

"The Energy Regulatory Commission (ERC) al 
зо took notice of the price manipulation and 
started an investigation. Last week, ERC Chair 
Rodolfo Albano said itis Napocor that has the ca- 
pacity to йх prices. He found the smoking gun in 
{wo letters sent by Napocor to PSALM which said 
that WESM-related losses incurred by Napocor 
(PI billion) were a result of the strategies of 
PSALMS trading teams in the spot market. The 
Jeers recommended that PSALM adopt certain 
strategies in submitting its bids. 

"itis highly inappropriate for Napocor to 
write such letters to PSALM," said the ERC. 
"The participants in the market are expected to 
act judiciously and be circumspect in their 
dealings with each other to thwart any notion. 
of collusion or any tacit agreement or under. 
standing among them. 

"Napocors proposal may in fact be taken as 
an invitation to collaborate 50 as to vary mar- 
ket results, and it is no secret that ће domi- 
nane position of PSALM can enable it to capi- 
тайге on such to easily dictate prices in the 
WESM. The influencing capacity of Napocor 
over PSALM and the bidding behavior of the 
trading teams, whether intended or not, can- 
not be discounted." 

If we want to make WESM work, we should 
start with the main provision of Epira, which. 
calls for the privatization of Napocor and its 
power plants. But Napocor is resisting privati- 
zaion because it is benefiting from the price 
manipulation. And this is what is turning off 
prospective investors in the energy sector. Why 
‘would anyone trant to compete in an industry 
dominated by a subsidized government 
monopoly that can manipulate even the ener- 
gy spot marker? 


So what is "Quelling Anarchy and Unrest 
рап" all about?

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THE SUPREME COURTINITIATED SUMMIT TO 
protect human rights in the wake of extrajudicial 
Killings started at the Manila Hotel on Monday, 
the day after the 2007 Human Security Act, de- 
signed to combat terrorists, went into effect. No. 
two measures could have been more antagonistic 
in their purposes and philosophies. The summit 
seeks to enhance the right to Ме of political ac- 
tivists against arbitrary killings, while the antiter- 
rorist act tends to curtail a number of political 
Tights in the guise of making the state and citizens 
safe from terrorist attacks, 

"The two events highlighted the clash between 
the political departments of government and the 
‘Supreme Court, which has decided to assert vig- 
orcusly its expanded powers on behalf of human 
liberties to curb the abuses of the political depart- 
ments. The launching of the antiterrorit legisla- 
Чоп on Sunday marked the testing ground of the 
clash of these antagonistic doctrines. 

‘Chief Justice Reynato Puno set the tone of the 
‘emerging activism of the Supreme Court on be- 
half of liberty in a keynote speech, when he said: 
“By calling this summit, we are affirming our be- 
lief in human rights not only in the abstract; we 
are affirming that before the universal altar of hu- 
man rights there can be no atheism, nor agnosti- 
dismon our parè” 

‘Puno emphasized that the 1987 Constitution is 
the most pro-human rights of our fundamental 
laws, crafted as it was as “а robust, reactive docu- 
ment to the rivialization of human rights during 
the authoritarian years, 1972 to 1986." This ex- 
panded libertarian nature of the Constitution 
‘prompted the Court to reexamine the balance of 
Power among the three departments. 

Tn the course of this reexamination, Puno said, 
under the pre-1987 Constitution, the executive, 
through "the adept deployment of the comman- 
der in chief powers, can run roughshod over our 
human rights.” 

Tn a potshot at the legislature, Puno said “a 
supine legislature can betray the human rights of 
the people by defaulting to enact appropriate 
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laws, for there is nothing you сап do when 
Congress exercises its power to be powerless.” 

‘Puno might as well have been referring to the. 
enactment of the Human Security Act that has al- 
ready alarmed civil libertarians for being riddled 
‘with restrictions on political rights 

"Iis for this reason and more,” Puno said, “that 
‘our constitutional commissioners deemed it wise to 
Strengthen the powers of the judiciary to give it 
more muscular strength in dealing with non-use, 
misuse and abuse of authority in government.” 
cited two new prominent powers given to the judi 
ciary: the judicial power was expanded to include 
the duty of the courts of justice to sertie actual con- 
troversies involving rights which are legally de- 
mandable and enforceable and to determine 
‘whether or not there has been grave abuse of dis- 
cretion amounting to lack or excess of jurisdiction 
‘on the part of any branch of government. 

In the landmark case of Tolentino v. Secretary 
of Finance, Puno said that in imposing on the 
Court the duty to annul acts of government com- 
mitted with grave abuse of discretion, the new 
Constitution "transformed the Court from passiv- 
ityto activism." 

‘Under the 1935 and 1973 Constitutions, Puno 
said, the Court approached constitutional viola- 
tions “not by finding out what it should not do 
but what it must do. The Court must discharge its 
solemn duty by not resuscitating a pest that petri- 
fies the present." 

He pointed out that the 1987 Constitution ex- 
panded the rule-making prerogative of the judi 
"агу This power is stated in Article VIL, Section 
S (S) which empowers the Supreme Court to pro-

тшме the rules concerning “the protectionand 
enforcement of rights." For this reason, he said, 
the Court convened the multisectoral summit on 
‘extrajudicial killings to search for solutions and 
gather inputs on how the judiciary could fully uti- 
fine its expanded powers ^as guardian and protec- 
tor of constitutional rights." 

“Two decades after the promulgation of the 
1987 Constitution, he said, “we would be bedev- 
ed by extrajudicial killings and forced disap- 
pesrences that exposed the frailties of our free- 
dom, the inadequacy of our laws if not inutility of 
our system of justice" Given these vulnerabili- 
ties, he said, the judiciary "has decided to un- 
sheathe its unused power to enact rules to protect. 
the constitutional rights of our people, the first 
and foremost of which is the right to Ше itself” 

In giving flesh to this mandate, Puno said in an 
interview with editors and reporters of the INQuiua, 
that in order to strengthen the rule of law, he initiat- 
ей the reexamination of Philippine legal procedures 
to make these “more helpful to the victims, more 
forceful against the suspected perpetrators, and 
more demanding of goverument agents to solve 
‘such cases, and at the same time streamlining these 
procedures and remedies” One of these was to ex- 
plore more remedies for the aggrieved parties aside. 
from the writ of habeas corpus. 

Puno said the “judicialization of politics” grew 
out of the failure of the political departments to 
protect people's liberties. Previously, he said, the 
protection of human rights had been entrusted to 
the political branches of government or electoral- 
Iy accountable officials and not to politically inde- 
pendent judiciaries. 

He said that over the years, the expectation 
that human rights could best be protected by the 
political branches had been disproved. “Elected 
Officials usually go for what is popular but the 
vindication of human rights sometimes demand 
taking unpopular decisions especially in im- 
stances where, due to technicalities, the right of 
the righteous is trumped by the rights of the 
wicked”

"AM I DOING THE RIGHT THING?" THAT IS А 
question that invariably crops up in conversations 
With women—and their parents—sharing stories 
Sf violence, abuse, betrayal and deception, most 
обед from the men in their lives. 

"When Iwas much younger and stil fired up with 
feminist zeal and naive idealism, [would almost al- 
ways reply: "Of course! And I do stil believe that 
Sanding up for yourself, finding resources of 
courage and strength you never thought you had, is 
worth ай he pain and difficulty to follow. 

But these days, I tend to take a more cautious 
outlook. With the passage of the law against vio- 
fence against women and their children, our hopes 
were certainly raised about the possibility of living 
in a world without violence. But even with the law 
in place, gender-based violence is proving to be dif- 
ficult to uproot, much less eradicate. Much of this 
has to do with the ignorance, И not incompetence 
and outright corruption, of law enforcers, including 
prosecutors and judges. But socalanirudes toward 
omen who go publie with their abuse also play a 
large part in perpetuating the violence. 

"This is why Tm more inclined these days to say, 
“Well, you'll never know how itl tum ou.” There 
is no limit to the ways lawyers, prosecutors and 
judges can wist and misinterpret the law, and no 
limit to the entrenched attitudes and biases of 
men in positions of power. 

‘Also, there is по telling just how much a wom- 
an—and her children—will pay when and if the 
Storm blows over. For some, the price may prove 
too steep for the uncertain results; others may 
think the lessons learned along the way make the 
difficulties worth й. 

“AM I doing the right thing?” was a question 
voiced out by Cecile Quiambao, a journalist who

T completed aset of sias "Readers by patient- 
ly searching through all the used bookstores 
along Recto, пох for the dated educational con- 
tent, but rather for the beautiful black and white 
Philippine illustrations by none other than Fer- 
nando Amorsolo. His scenes of simple rural Ме, 
the harvesters smiling despite heavy гой under 
the sun, suggested a paradise lost when the 
Japanese occupied the country, an age ingrained 
in the Filipino memory as "pisraym” (peace time). 
Amorsolo made everyone smile: Ifyou look close- 
iy, even the carabaos seem to smile lke the laugh- 
ing cow on the popular brand of French cheese 
(a vache quirit or plain АГ). 

‘Among the old history textbooks on my shelf, 
опе stood out last week: a small, forgotten vol- 
time by Conrado Benitez, entitled “Philippine 
History In Stories published in the United States 
by Ginn and Company in 1928, with illustrations 
by Pablo Amorsolo. Knowing that many children 
would not continue studying into the intermedi- 
ate grades, Benitez provided Philippine history 
for the primary grades in the form of simple sto- 
ries in simple language. The book covers the pre- 
Spanish period to the early American period. The 
chapter headings are: "Part I: Who are the Fil- 
ipinos?; "Part IL The Spaniards Conquer the 
Philippines”; "Part ПЕ Filipinos Become Chris- 
tians”: "Part IV: The Filipinos Work for the 
Spaniprds”: "Part V. The Fiipicos Revolt But Do 
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This в a story that concerns our own communi- 
ty of journalists, as her husband (who ironical- 
1у shares the same first name) happens to be 
the bureau chief of a major wire agency.

Pilar, ete., but some of the stories he drew from 
the Spanish period were new even to me. For ex- 
ample, "When a Cigar Cost Seven Pesos” reads:

“Pedro Kalinga, а farmer in the Cagayan Valley, 
‘was one among many who suffered hardships be- 
cause of the tobacco monopoly. He and his family 
lived in a bamboo hut near Tuguegarao. Pedro 
was told each year that he must plant tobacco. 
When the plants were about two feet high, the 
‘Spanish tobacco inspector counted the plants and 
put the number down in his notebook; he also 
‘counted the leaves on each plant. 

“The inspector came frequently to see that Pe- 
dro had not taken any of the leaves to his house, 
He and his family could smoke their own tobacco 
only while they were in the eld. 

“Unfortunately Pedro liked to smoke, and 
sometimes he took tobacco to bis house in spite of 
the rule. One day the inspector came to Pedro's 
house and found him with a cigar їп his mouth. 
"The inspector reported Pedro to the Spanish offi- 
cials. They fined Pedro two pesos and then made 
him pay five pesos more for the cost of the trial. 
So poor Pedro had to pay in all seven pesos be- 
cause he smoked in his home a cigar which he 
had grown in his own feld"

story regarding Pope Benedict XVTs re- 
cent Apostolic Letter titled "Summorum 
Pontificum," which liberalizes the use of 
the Roman Missal of 1962 or the Triden- 
tine rite or Old Latin Mass. (Inoue, 
7/09/07) 

Born in the late '60s, my generation 
never experienced the Old Latin Mass. 1 
myself only know of the changes intro 
duced by the Church during and after the 
so-called liturgical reform of the 70s. 

1 discovered the Tridentine rite four 
‘years ago in a church in Quezon City and 
it left a deep impression in my heart. (OF 
course, Ihave read in books how pre-Vati- 
‘can П Catholics worshipped.) If this was 
the kind of Mass that my great-grandpar- 
ents attended, how impoverished we are 
now for having been deprived for so long 
ofthis rich and profoundly Catholic tradi- 
tion; 1 literally wept at this thought. From 
then on, 1 developed a love for the Old 
Latin Mass. 

We Catholics should thank our Pope 
for the "Summorum Pontificum." In that 
letter, he emphasized that the Tridentine 
rite was not abolished juridically and, 
therefore, technically it was never for- 
bidden. 


Perhaps, the letter has this important 
message to modern Catholics: There is a 
need to rethink and reflect on the distor- 
tions that have crept into the celebration 
of the Mass. Words and actions that are 
not found in the missal have been insert- 
ей into the celebration, like testimony at 
the middle of the Mass, clapping, using 
secular music and the so-called liturgical 
dancing. All these have diminished the re- 
ligious solemnity of the Eucharistic cele- 
bration. They have transformed an act of 
worship into an entertainment show. 1 
hope that the Catholic Bishops’ Confer- 
ence of the Philippines will give impor- 
tance to the "Summorum Pontificum" and 
do away with the distortions. After all, 
people come to church to seek the Bread 
Of Life and not to listen to sermons about. 
politics or economics.

The WUPCMC has made special arange- 
ments with the PHC for the laters top heart 
doctors, surgeons, anestheslogiss and nurses 
to be made avaiiable to the hospital on certain 
days, Abad said. Complementing them are doc- 
tors and specialists practising in Nueva Ecija. 

Abad is also the chief of critical care medicine 
division of the PHC, the countrys top facility 
Servicing heart patients, The WUPCMCS chief 
Of surgery, Dr. Florante Lomibao, is also the 
chief of surgeons at the PHC,

they spend hours surfing and chatting way 
beyond their lunch break. But not at the De- 
partment of Environment and Natural Re- 

‘Undersecretary Jose N. Ferrer Jr has issued 
a memorandum reminding employees at the 
DENR main office to refrain from playing 
‘computer games or chatting online during of- 
fice hours or face sanctions. 

“It sends a very wrong message to the public 
if they see a government employee chatting or 
playing games instead of being there to serve 
the public,” Ferrer told reporters yesterday. 

Neither does it conform to "proper office 
decorum," he added. 

Ferrer received reports that some employees 
were glued to their computer screens playing 
games, surfing Friendster, chatting, long after 
their hourlong lunch break was over. 

“They usually play games or chat during 
lunch break. After their lunch break, some 
were observed still engrossed in what they 
were doing. We don't let that go unnoticed,” 
hesaid 

Ferrer, however, said the situation had not 
become unmanageable, so he merely issued а 
“mildly worded” memorandum to some 
1,000 employees at the main office last Fri- 
day. 


Proper work ethic 

In the memorandum, the undersecretary 
for management and technical services said 
(e depagment wished to remind its employ- 


anew about the proper work ethic. 

“There's nothing illegal [about] chatting 
during the lunch break,” he said. "We don't 
have a problem with the Internet as long as 
irs used productively” 

If they had a lot of free time, employees 
should request “additional assignments" from. 
supervisors, the official said. 

With the memorandum, Ferrer said he ex- 
pected heads of division and offices in the 
DENR main building to check on their staff 
during office hours and to make sure they 
toed the line. 

“Both the officers and staff should be re- 
sponsible enough to check if that’s still hap- 
pening, and if it continues to happen after this 
memo," he said. 

If an employee is caught committing а

TELEVISION HOST WILFREDO “WILLIE” 
Revillame yesterday posted bail in connection 
with a complaint his wife filed against him 
last year. 

‘Accompanied by his legal counsel Dexter 
Lacuanan, Revillame arrived at the Quezon 
City Regional Trial Court Branch 89 at around 
9:30 a.m. and posted the P12,000 bail recom- 
mended by the Quezon City Prosecutor's Of- 
fice for his temporary liberty. 

Assistant City Prosecutor Gibson Araula Jr, 
in a resolution issued earlier this month, 
found probable cause in the criminal com- 
plaint filed against Revillame by his wife, Flo- 
ralice "Liz" Almoro, who accused him of dis- 
playing violent behavior toward her and their 
son. 

Araula said the evidence on record was 
“sufficient to indict Revillame" for violating 
Republic Act No. 9262, or the law protecting 
women and children from violence. 

Lacuanan said Revillame's team of lawyers, 
which also includes Raymond Fortun and Ar- 
mando Marcelo, would meet within the week 
to discuss their next possible course of action. 
"One of the options being considered is the fil 
ing of a petition for review,” said Lacuanan.

He added that while Revillame was affect- 
ей by recent developments in the case, "he 
has come to terms with what has happened. 
he has accepted the inevitability that he has to 
confront the case," Lacuanan said. 

‘The lawyer added that Revillame and his 
wife have not spoken to each other since their 
separation. "I cannot give further comments 
on their personal lives because these are intri- 
cately connected to the civil case which is cov- 
cred by a gag order," Lacuanan said. 

Revillame’s lawyer said the “Wowowee” 
host has been drawing strength from support- 
ers and ABS-CBN, producer of the game 
show.

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During the inquest proceedings held at the 
Department of Justice last June 15, the peti 
tioners availed themselves of their statutory 
right to a preliminary investigation and vol- 
untarily waived their rights under Article 125 
of the Revised Penal Code.

Triple bomb blasts kill 
over 80 in Kirkuk, Iraq 


BAGHDAD—A TRIPLE BOMBING, INCLUDING 
a massive suicide truck blast, killed more than 80 

n Kirkuk, the deadliest attack yet in the. 
oil-rich northem city The bloodshed reinforced 
concern that extremists are heading north as US- 
Jed forces step up pressure around Baghdad. 

"The vast majority of the casualties came in 
Monday's truck bombing, which blasted a nine 
meter-deep crater and damaged part of the roof. 
of the headquarters of the Patriotic Union of 
Kurdistan, the party of Iraqi President Jalal Ta- 
abani. The explosion took place in a crowded 
commercial area and appeared aimed at caus- 
ing as many civilian deaths as possible. 

Saman Ahmed, 35, said he was driving 
along the street when the blast “pushed other 
vehicles toward my car along with fire and 
shrapnel like a flood." 

"The glass from my car and the other cars 
went into my face,” he said from his hospital 
bed. "Now I cannot hear well because of the 
sound of the explosion. 1 saw tens of dead 
bodies lying on the ground.” 

Kirkuk, 290 km north of Baghdad, is a center of 
tensions among Arabs, Turkomen and Kurds, who 
want to include the area in the autonomous Kur- 
dish region of the north. 

With three ethnic groups competing for 
control, violence in Kirkuk has been frequent. 


But Monday's blasts were on a far bigger scale 
than most attacks. 

‘After the truck bombing, rescuers scrambled 
through the smoke and the debris lifting blood- 
ied and broken bodies onto strerchers. The force 
of the blast ripped clothing off some victims. 

At least 10 shops were damaged, as was 
part of the fence at nearby Kirkuk Castle, a 
historic fortress that is one of the city's most 
prominent landmarks. The street was strewn 
‘with blackened husks of two dozen cars. 

‘The blast Killed at least 80 people and 
wounded more than 183, according to police 
Brig. Burhan Tayeb Taha. At least 10 of the 
‘victims were incinerated inside a bus that was 
engulfed by a ball of fire. 

"Twenty minutes later, a car bomb exploded 
about 640 m away in the Haseer outdoor mar- 
ket, frequented by Kurds, Kirkuk police chief 
Maj. Gen. Jamal Tahir said. The market was 
largely empty after the first attack, and the ex- 
plosion caused several injuries. 

"Hours later, a car bomb exploded in the 
Domiz region of southern Kirkuk, killing a po- 
lice officer and wounding six other police 
men, according to Tahir.

‘waste fell at the plant during the quake and 
were found a day later, some of the lids open, 
said Masahide Ichikawa, an official with the 
local government in Niigata prefecture. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co., company run- 
ning the plant, was still trying to determine 
whether any hazardous material had spilled, 
he said, citing a report by 

Kensuke Takeuchi, а 
Xashiwazaki Kariwa nuclear power plant, con- 
firmed that barrels of low-level nuclear waste 
had tipped over. But he could not give further 
details such as whether there had been a leak. 

"Were currently investigating the situation 
and plan to deal with it as smoothly as possi- 
ble," Takeuchi said, while refusing to offer 
further comment. 


A different spokesperson, Manabu Takeya- 
ma, said "at this point in time, there is no dan- 
ger of grave effects on the environment or hu- 
man health from the plant." 

‘Another leak at the Kashiwazaki power 
plant would sow further doubts about the 
safety of Japan's nuclear power plants, which 
have suffered a string of accidents and cover- 
ups amid deep concerns they are vulnerable 
in earthquakes. 

Monday's quake initially triggered a small 
fire at an electrical transformer in the sprawl- 
ing plant. But it was announced only 12 hours 
later that the temblor also caused a leak of 
water containing radioactive material 

‘Officials said the water leak was harmless. 
and well below safety standards, but the de- 
lay in notifying the public spurred concern 
among antinuclear activists. 

"The Kashiwazaki Kariwa nuclear plant is. 
the world's largest in terms of power output. 
capacity. Fifty-five reactors supply about 30 
percent of Japan's electricity. 

"The damage is more ћай we had imag- 
ined,” Kashiwazaki Mayor Hiroshi Aida said 
while inspecting damaged areas of his town. 
"We want to restore the water supply as soon. 
as possible so more people can retur home.” 

Nine people in their 70s or 80s—six wom- 
en and three men—were killed in the quake, 
and 47 were seriously injured. AP
